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TEXT OF TEXAS PROTEST 





Complaint Filed with Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Against Increased Rates in 
Southwestern Territory 





St. Louis, Mo., Sept, 25-—The eyes of the shipping 
world are centered here. Carriers and shippers alike 
await with intense interest the outcome of the complaint 
of the railroad commission of Texas against lines operat- 
ing in Southwestern Tariff Committee territory, known 
as I. C, C. Case No, 1675, the first hearing of which will 
be held in this city on Monday before Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner Harlan, 

The substance of the complaint is as follows: 

Before the Interstate Commerce Commission—Rail- 
road Commission of Texas vs, Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe railroad company et al., complainant. 

To the Honorable the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion: Pursuant to the provisions of sec. 13 of “The Act 
to Regulate Commerce,” and the several amendments 
thereto, comes now the railroad commission of Texas 
and presents this its complaint in behalf of itself and 
of all other persons affected or interested in relation to 
the subject and subject matter of this complaint and in 
behalf of the shipping and consuming public of the state 
of Texas affected by the advance in rates, of which 
complaint is hereby made, against the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe railroad company; Beaumont, Sour Lake & 
Western railway company; Chicago, Rock Island & El 
Paso railway company; Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
‘railway company; Dennison & Pacific Suburban railway; 
Eastern Railway of New Mexico; El] Paso & Southwest- 
ern railway company; El Paso & Northeastern railway 
company; El Paso & Northeastern railroad company; 
El Paso & Rock Island railway company; Fort Smith & 
Western railway company; Fort Worth & Denver City 
railway company; Fort Worth & Rio Grande railway 
company; Galveston, Houston & Henderson railway com- 
pany; Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe railway company; 
Hearne & Brazos Valley railway company; Houston & 
Shreveport railway company; Houston & Texas Central 
railway company; Houston East & West Texas railway

ley railway company; and thereupon complainant respect- 
fully shows as follows, to-wit: 

1. The defendant railway companies, and each of 
them, are common carriers engaged in the transportation 
of commodities and articles of interstate commerce, in- 
cluding the transportation of all commodities affected by 
the hereinafter mentioned advance of freight rates tuo 
points in Texas and other southwestern territory. 

Complainant avers, on information and belief, that 
each of the said defendant railway companies is a mem- 
ber of the “Southwestern Tariff Committee,” or other like 
freight association, and that said associations are organ- 
ized and are maintained under agreements and for pur- 
poses which. constitute an illegal contract combination 
and conspiracy in restraint of trade and commerce among 
the several states in violation of the act of Congress 
approved July 2, 1890, commonly known as the “Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act.” That the defendant railway companies, 
ty concurrence of action and through the medium of the 
Southwestern Tariff Committee and through like freight 
associations, can and do fix and maintain rates from 
St. Louis and Kansas City and the eastern and western 

narkets to southwestern destinations in the states of 
Texas, Oklahoma and Arkansas. 

That the effect of increasing the rates from Si. 
Louis and Kansas City to southwestern territory, includ 
ing the state of Texas, is to increase the rates from all 
territory east of the Mississippi river, whether moving 
through the St. Louis gateway, or the upper Mississippi 
river crossings of the Chicago lines, or from Memphis, 
New Orleans and through lower Mississippi river cross- 
ings. 

That there are two systems of railways’ leading out 
and from St. Louis, which serve the most important com- 
mercial points in Texas, namely, the defendant, the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern, in connection with the 
Texas & Pacific railway, and the International & Great 
Northern railroad, which, through Texarkana gateway. 
reaches to the west via two parallel lines through north- 
ern Texas, and via the International & Great Northern 
lines from Longview to the Gulf of Mexico, and to the 
southwest via Austin and San Antonio to Laredo on the 
Rio Grande, and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas system, 
which, through the Denison gateway, reaches by its lines 
via Greenville to Shreveport, La., and by north and south 
lines the principal commercial points in northern Texas, 
Central Texas and southern and southwestern Texas, in- 
cluding gulf points. 

That, with very few exceptions, all commercial cen- 
ters in Texas common point territory are served directly 
by one or the other of these lines, and the most impor- 
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tant points are reached by both systems. The other 
lines reaching Texas and southwestern territory from St. 
Louis and Kansas City, which carry inappreciable volume 
of traffic, are the St. Louis & San Francisco railway 
company, entering Texas via Paris and Denison, and the 
St. Louis & Southwestern railway, through Texarkana. 
That each of said systems is a natural competitor with 
the other, so that any combination, agreement or under- 
standing between them whereby rates are advanced and 
maintained is in suppression of competition. 

2. Complainant avers, on information and belief, 
that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway company 
owns and controls through an ownership of a majority of 
its capital stock, or otherwise, the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fe railway company; that the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific railway company owns and controls through 
an ownership of a majority of its capital stock, or other- 
wise, the Chicagé; Rock Island & Gulf railway company; 
that the Missouri Kansas & Texas railway company owns 
and controls through an ownership of a majority of its 
capital stock, or otherwise, the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
railway company of Texas; that the St. Louis & San 
Franeiseo railroad company owns and controls through 
an ownership of a majority of its capital stock, or other- 
wise, the St, Louis, San Francisco & Texas railway com- 
pany; that the Southern Pacific railway company owns 
and controls through an ownership of a majority of their 
capital stock, or otherwise, the Houston & Texas Central 
railroad company, the Houston, East & West Texas rail- 
way company, the Texas & New Orleans railroad com- 
pany, the Mallory line, Morgan’s Louisiana & Texas 
railroad company, the Galveston, Harrisburg & San An- 
tonio railroad, and other connecting Texas lines; that 
the International & Great Northern railroad company, the 
Texas & Pacific railway company, the St. Louis South- 
western railway company, are owned and controlled by 
the Gould system of roads through an ownership of a 
majority of their capital stock, or otherwise. 

Complainants show that owing to the fact that the 
systems of railways extending from St. Louis and Kansas 
City to Texas and from New Orleans to Texas and from 
Colorado and New Mexico to Texas points own and con- 
trol through an ownership of a majority of the capital 
stock, or otherwise, the lines in Texas with which they 
make connection and with which they form constituent 
parts of through routes, they ean and do fix and main 
tain rates from St. Louis, Kansas City, Chicago, seaboard 
territory, the Pacific coast and the southern markets to 
points in Texas; that while said railway systems are 
natural competitors for Texas business, the fact that they 
belong to and have associated themselves together as the 
Southwestern Tariff Committee and by virtue of said 
association and other traffic associations they have 
formed a combination, agreement and understanding ~be- 
tween them whereby rates are advanced and maintained 
in suppression of competition; that all territory shipping 
commodities to the state of Texas and the southwest has 
its rates based upon rates from St. Louis and Kansas 
City, the commercial centers of Chicago, Cincinnati, Pitts- 
burg and Atlantic seaboard have their rates made by 
adding arbitraries or differentials to the rates from St. 
Louis and Kansas City to Texas common points. 

8. Complainant complains of the following freight 
schedules recently filed in the office of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in so far as said schedules or 
either of them increase freight rates into, through or 
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out of the state of Texas, namely: I; °C. C. No, 26, Texas 
tariff No. 1; F. F., St, Louis, ete., to Texas common 
points; I. C. C, No. 526, southwestern lines, tariff 3-Z, 
St. Louis, etc., to El Paso, ete.; I. C. C. No, 529, south- 
western lines, tariff No. 8-Q, New Orleans to Texas 
common points; I, C. C.. No, 528, southwestern lines, tariff 
No. 149, Colorado, New Mexico, etc., to Texas common 
points; I. C. C. No. 519, Texas tariff 20-T, from Texas 
to St. Louis, ete.; I, C. C. No. 527, southwestern lines, 
tariff 24-M, between Shreveport and Texas points; I, C. C. 
No, 524, Texas tariff 42-B, from Kansas City, etc. to 
Texas points; I. C. C. No. 19, joint freight tariff No. 
16, from New York and seaboard to Texas points. 

4. At some time on or about the first day of June, 
1908, the defendants began a concerted movement looking 
to an increase in the rates herein above mentioned. It 
was known and recognized that each of the great sys- 
tems operating through Kansas City and St. Louis and 
from St, Louis and Kansas City to Texas and from New 
Orleans to Texas and from Colorado and New Mexico to 
Texas must unite and combine in any proposed increase 
of rates, and in order to fully accomplish this purpose 
the intervention of the Southwestern Tariff Committee 
was sought and employed; that those defendants 
who are not members of said Southwestern Tariff 
Committee gave power of attorney and authority to act 
to a member or members of said committee agreeing to 
aequiesce in the action of said committee in the matter 
of increasing rates. Complainant submits that this con- 
eurrence of action on the part of said systems of rail- 
ways had the effect to suppress competition and to 
foree all connecting carriers either to concur in said in- 
crease of rates or to give up the traffic, and that each 
of the defendants did concur in said increase of rates, 
acting therein through the agency of said Southwestern 
Tariff Committee, and in consequence-of said agreements, 
understandings and combinations rates from the Atlantic 
seaboard and from New Orleans, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Colorado and New Mexico were agreed to be advanced 
at the same time and by approximately the same 
amounts, as may be shown by the schedules filed in the 
office of the Interstate Commerce Commission, to which 
reference igs heretofore made. 

5. Complainant avers that in 1891, the date of its 
creation and organization, the first-class rate from St. 
Louis to Texas common points was $1.35 per 100 pounds, 
and on class A was 76 cents per 100 pounds; that in 
1894 the first-class rate was reduced to $1.30 and class A 
to 74 cents; that in 1903 the first-class rate was increased 
to $1.37 and class A to 79 cents, which said schedule of 
rates, together with the rates of other classes in the 
same proportion, are still in force and will continue iu 
force unless the proposed increase, to be effective Aygust 
10, is allowed by this honorable body. 

Complainant avers that the rates in effect prior to 
1903. were just and reasonable under the conditions 
which had previously prevailed and that the increase 
in rates in March, 1903, was unreasonable and arbitrary 
and made in violation of the Sherman Anti-trust Act. 
Complainant says that said increase amounts to 10 cents 
per 100 pounds upon first-class and 6 cents per 100 
pounds upon class A, and is an increase of 73-10 per 
cent upon first-class and 76-10 per cent upon class A, 
with the corresponding increase of cents and per cents 
upon the intermediate classes; that the proposed in- 
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for the last nine years of 17 cents upon first-class and 
11 cents upon class A, and of 13 per cent upon first-class 
and 146-10 per cent upon class A, with corresponding 
increase in cents and per cents upon intermediate classes. 
Gomplainant files herewith and makes a part thereof 
‘fixhibit A,” showing said increases. 

6. Complainant avers that it was created and organ- 
ized in the year i891; that at that time the main line 
railroad mileage in Texas consisted of 8,654 miles and 
the number of tons of freight handled amounted to 10,- 
944,195 tons; that for the year ending June, 1907, the 
mileage amounted to 12,575,561, and the number of tons 
of revenue yielding freight handled amounted to 46,620,- 
395 tons, a gross increase of tonnage of about 400 per 
eent; that this increase has been normal and steady 
from year to year, that the gross earnings of the de- 
fendants’ Texas roads increased from $35,000,000 to $96,- 
000,000 per annum and the cost of operation decreased 
from 80.64 per cent to 73.67 per cent, and the gross earn- 
ings per mile increased from $4,000 to $7,468, and the 
net earnings increased from $791 per mile to $1,966 per 
mile of road. 

Complainant attaches hereto “Exhibit B,”’ and makes 
same a part of this complaifit to show the progress of 
railroad mileage, tonnage and earnings in Texas for the 
seventeen years ending June 30, 1907. 

7. Complainant shows that while during the same 
portion of the period ending June 1, 1908, the net earn- 
ings of the defendants’ Texas railways may have de- 
creased to an inappreciable extent, that said earnings 
have in recent months shown an advance and that there 
is every reasonable expectation that the net earnings 
will continue to increase and that normal conditions 
will be restored. 

Complainant attaches hereto and makes a part of 
this complaint “Exhibit C,” showing the earnings and 
income of Texas roads for the eleven months ending 
May 31, 1908. 

8. Complainant alleges that the defendant Chicago, 
Rock Island & Gulf railway company after the pay- 
ment of operating expenses and taxes was allowed to 
earn upon an average for the last eight years a sum of 
money equivalent to 4 per cent on a valuation of $33,500 
per mile of road and that the securities, including stocks, 
bonds and equipment trust obligations, amounted to $14,- 
432 per mile, and that the valuation of this property, 
according to the methods prescribed by the railroad com- 
mission of Texas, was $21,094 per mile. 

That the Fort Worth & Denver City railway com- 
pany was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per 
cent upon a valuation of $7,725 per mile of road and its 
stocks, bonds and other obligations amounted to $39,916 
per mile and its true valuation is $12,700 per mile. 

That the Fort Worth & Rio Grande railway com- 
pany was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per 
cent on $32,900 per mile of road, its obligations being 
$38,586 per mile of road and its true value being $14,865 
per mile. 

, That the Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio 
railway company was allowed to-earn what is equivalent 
to 4 per cent upon the valuation of $36,725 per mile of 
road, its obligations amounting to $53,066 per mile of 
road and its true value being $17,289 per mile of road. 

That the Gulf, Colorado & ta Fe railway com- 
pany was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per 
cent upon $37,125 per mile of road and its obligations 


amounted to $28,690 per mile of road, and its true value 
amounted to $16,969 per mile. 

That the Houston & Texas Central railway com- 
pany was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per 
cent on a valuation of $56,725 per mile of road and iis 
cbligations amounted to $39,905 per mile of road, its 
true value being $19,879 per mile of—road. 

The Houston Hast & West Texas railway company 
was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per cent on 
a valuation -of $34,575 per mile of road, its obligations 
amounted to $25,822 per mile of road and its true value 
being $10,709 per mile of road. 

The International & Great Northern railroad com- 
pany was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per 
cent on a valuation of $29,675 per mile of road, its obli- 
gations being $33,251 per mile of road, and its true value 
being $18,749 per mile of road. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas railway company 
of Texas was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 
per cent on a valuation of $22,450 per mile of road, its 
obligations being $38,828 per mile of road, and its true 
value being $15,676 per mile of road, 

That the St. Louis, San Francisco & Texas railway 
company was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 
per cent on a valuation of $9,575 per mile of road, its 
obligations being $24,016 per mile of road, its true value 
being $24,114 per mile of read. 

That the St, Louis Southwestern railway company 
of Texas was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 
per cent on a valuation of $16,650 per mile of road, its 
obligations amounting to $27,565 per mile of road and 
its true value being $15,276 per mile of road, 

That the San Antonio & Aransas Pass railway com- 
pany was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 
per cent on a valuation of $27,675 per mile of road, its 
obligations being $30,274 per mile of road and its true 
value being $12,556, 

That the Texas & New Orleans railroad company 
was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per cent 
on a valuation of $35,650 per mile of road, its obliga- 
tions being $33,067 per mile of road and its true value 
being $19,780 per mile, 

That the Texas & Pacific railway company of Texas 
was allowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per 
cent on a valuation of $48,150 per mile of road, its obli- 
gations being $57,931 per mile of road and its true value 
being $17,060 per mile. 

That the Texas Central railroad company was al- 
lowed to earn what is equivalent to 4 per cept on $30,325 
per mile of road, its obligations being $20,250 per mile 
of road and its true value being $13,919 per mile. 

That each of the other defendants, Texas railway 
companies, were allowed to earn amounts corresponding!) 
proportionate to its obligations and its real value per 
mile as found by the railroad commission of Texas. 

Complainant files herewith Exhibit D, making same 4 
part hereof, showing the details as to percentages earned 
proportionate to obligations and real value. 

9. Complainant alleges upoh information and belief 
and charges the fact to be that the capital stock of each 
of the defendant Texas companies grossly exceeds as to 
publie and ds basis for rates the actual value of the 
construction and equipment of said defendant railroads, 
and as to the public and as a basis for rates, the bonded 
indebtedness of each said defendants, Texas railroads 
grossly exeeeds the fair value of the property and it is 
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unjust and unreasonable to impose the proposed increase 
in rates as an additional burden to pay dividends 
on such excessive stock and principal and interest 
on said excessive bonds, and that upon the basis of value 
upon whieh said defendants are entitled to earn a reason- 
able compensation, the rates in force are unreasona- 
ble and unjust and the proposed increase is extortionate, 
unlawful and unreasonable. 

10. The complainant distinctly charges that the ad- 
vance of the rates complained of, effective Aug. 10, 1908, 
was and is the direct outcome of the understandings and 
agreements in suppression of competition, and unlawful 
combination in restraint of trade thereof arrived at and 
made effective through the agency of the Southwestern 
Tariff Committee, and other affiliated freight associations, 
and that the acts of such combination in advancing rates 
is the result of a conspiracy; that the defendant carriers 
hereinbefore named, acting together and acting through 
the said Southwestern Tariff Committee, contracted, com- 
bined and conspired together and did advance rates as 
hereinbefore set out, each proposed advance in rates 
and each contract of combination and conspiracy are 
each and all in restraint of trade or commerce in the 
several states of the United States, and in violation of 
the “Act t6 Regulate Commerce.” 

11. Complainant further shows that the proposed 
advance in rates will follow upon commodities of prime 
utility and daily necessity, for all of which dealers and 
the public in Texas and the Southwestern territory de- 
pend largely for supply upon St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, the Atlantic Seaboard, Colorado, New 
Mexico and New Orleans, 

Complainant avers that commodities of this character 
are entitled to as low a rate as may be consistent with 
a fair return to the carrier for the service or transporta- 
tion rendered; that a proposed advance in rates upon 
these commodities will seriously disturb existing trade 
relations, causing loss to the shipping and consuming 
public in the state of Texas and the southwestern ter- 
ritory; that these commodities being staple articles of 
daily. use are necessarily and properly sold upon a 
small margin of profit, the benefit to the dealer con- 
sisting in the volume of the business and in the fact 
that the sale of staple commodities at small profits in- 
duce the sale of other goods; that the narrow margin 
of profit obtained by the dealer will not permit him to 
absorb the entire advance, so that the consuming public 
will be forced to bear some portion of the additional tax 
represented by proportionate increase in the price; that 
the commodities upon which the rates are proposed to be 
advanced are of such necessity and the supply from 
other sources is so limited that considerable traffic will 
continue to move even under the exorbitant and unjust 
rates represented by the advance, but the effect of the 
proposed increased rates will inevitably restrict the vol- 
ume of the traffic, reduce the business of the shipping 
public of Texas and the Southwestern territory and be 
of material detriment to the consuming public and de- 
prive it of the ability to purchase and use these com- 
modities to the extent to which they are entitled and 
will be of ultimate prejudice to the public generally. 

Complainant alleges that the proposed increase of 
rates will amount to, in so far as the state of Texas 
is concerned, $2,600,000 per annum, and that said pro- 
posed advance is not a compensatory charge to fairly 
meet the cost and vaiue of the service to be performed 
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by the defendants and other carriers, but is an arbitrary 
and unlawful exaction; that for some months after 
Nov., 1907, the volume of railway traffic greatly de- 
clined, resulting in a loss to the carriers of both gross 
and net earnings; that this loss was attributable to a 
decrease in the volume of all traffic, but complainant 
believes and charges the fact to be that the decline in 
other traffic was much greater than that in the com- 
modities, which are the subject matter of the proposed ad- 
vance, and that not only were the carriers injuriously af- 
fected as a result of the panic in Nov., 1907, but all lines 
and classes of business and industries also suffered ma- 
terial loss; that, however this may be, complainant re- 
spectfully submits that the defendants have no right in 
law or justice to take advantage of an abnormal condi- 
tion, which, in its nature, is necessarily transitory, in 
order to make advances in rates upon a commodity of 
great utility and necessity, and especially so when the 


. rates in effect preceding the advance have been demon- 


strated to have been not only compensatory under normal 
conditions, but to have been unreasonable and unjust. 

That by reason of the act of Congress entitled “An 
Act to Regulate Commerce,” approved Feb, 4, 1887, with 
the several amendments thereto, including the amend- 
ment approved June 29, 1906, known as the Hepburn 
Act, the shipping public, who pay freight charges on 
interstate freight, and who receive and pay for the 
services of carriers engaged in interstate transportation 
of property, are entitled that all charges for any service 
rendered or to be rendered in the transportation of such 
property shall be just and reasonable, and every unjust 
and unreasonable charge for such service is prohibited 
and unlawful. 

That said proposed advance in rates effective Aug. 
10, 1908, is unjust and unreasonable and in violation of 
the act to regulate commerce and the amendments 
thereof and deprives the shipping and consuming public 
of a right granted them by virtue of said act and its 
amendments. . 

That said act is intended to permit competition be- 
tween persons, firms and corporations engaged in the 
transportation of property from one state or territory of 
the United States to any other state or territory of the 
United States, 

That the unjust and unreasonable advance which de- 
fendants have proposed to be made effective Aug. 10, 
1908, was formulated in violation of the spirit, meaning, 
and effect of the act to regulate commerce, in that the 
incipiency of said advance and all the acts of the de- 
fendants in putting the same in effect was the result 
of a combination and conspiracy in restraint of interstate 
commerce, and was destructive of all competition and 
was not made as the result of natural and free competi- 
tion. 

12. Complainant directly charges that said proposed 
advance in rates from St. Louis, Kansas City, seaboard 
territory, Colorado, New Mexico, New Orleans and points 
relating thereto to the state of Texas and the South- 
western territory was and is unreasonable, unjust, un- 
lawful and in violation of the act to regulate commerce 
and the amendments thereto, 

That- in making effective and maintaining the said 
unlawful advance in rates the defendants and other par- 
ticipating carriers are joint tort feasors, and as such 
are jointly and severally liable to respond to damages to 
all persons injured thereby. 
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Wherefore complainant in behalf of itself and the 
shipping and consuming public of the state of Texas 
affected by said proposed advance respectfully prays: 

1. That the defendants and each of them be re- 
quired to answer the charges herein, and that after due 
hearing and investigation an order or orders be issued 
commanding the defendants and each of them to cease 
and desist from each and every of the aforesaid viola- 
tions of said act to regulate commerce, and particularly 
from putting in force, or continuing in force, or exacting, 
or enforcing the advanced rates herein complained of, or 
any part of said advance. 

2. That said proposed advance in rates effective 
Aug. 10, 1908, herein complained of, be declared to be 
unreasonable, unjust, excessive and in violation of the 
act to regulate commerce as amended; and that this 
honorable commission will ascertain and declare what 
are just and reasonable rates upon the commodities and 
classes of traffic from and to the points affected by said 
rates. 

3. That the shipping public of Texas, and each and 
every of said shipping public, and all others who have 
paid, or may pay the advance in rates, or any part 
thereof, that may be ascertained and declared to be 
unjust and excessive, may have reparation and damages 
as provided in Sec. 8 of the act to regulate commerce 
as amended. 

4. That any interested shipper of the state of Texas, 
or any other person affected, or who will be affected by 
such proposed advance in rates, be allowed to intervene 
in this cause as joint complainants herein. 

5. That such other and further order or orders be 
issued as the commission may deem necessary in the 
premises, or that the cause of complainant, or other in- 
terested shippers, or persons, may appear to require.

Maximum Rate Statute Valid 


Lansing, Mich., Sept. 25.-—The Michigan Supreme 
court has sustained the constitutionality of the maximum 
freight rate law of 1872, which has been ignored by the 
railroads as obsolete and denounced by them as unjust, 
unreasonable and confiscatory. 

The law provides a fixed rate for carrying freight 
in car lots for short distances, a rate of $8 for transporta- 
tion of a car 10 miles being provided regardless of the 
freight. For years parties at Benton Harbor have been 
making shipments over the Pere Marquette road from 
Watervliet and Coloma to Benton Harbor, paying the 
regular freight rate and then bringing suits to recover 
the difference between the amount paid and the amounts 
fixed by the maximum freight rate statute. 

Uniformly the shippers recovered in the Circuit court, 
no appeal being taken. Finally the railroads in a suit 


commenced by John Robinson took an appeal, arguing 
against the constitutionality of the law. The Supreme 
court holds that the legislature under the constitution 
had an undoubted right to provide maximum rates for 
freight.

National Industrial Traffic League Wants Simpler 
Form 








St. Louis, Sept. 25.—The National Industrial Traf- 
fic League, at its meeting here, adopted a simple form 
of non-negotiable bill of lading and instructed its Wash- 
ington committee to formulate bills for introduction at 
the next session of Congress, covering the right of ship- 
pers to route freight, the responsibility of carriers for 
rate quotations, and the requirements that tariffs be 
approved by the Interstate Commerce Commission be- 
fore becoming effective. 

The members are confident that their action will 
result in a final settlement if the controversy over the 
question of a proposed uniform bill of lading is in re- 
striction were adopted: ; 

“Whereas, The National] Industrial Traffic League is 
of the belief that the proposed uniform bill of lading is 
in restriction of the statute and common law rights of 
both shippers and carriers; and, 

“Whereas, The carriers in the western classification 
territory have recognized this by abolishing rule 4 of 
the western classification, and have ,substituted therefor 
a rule that they will transport property subject only 
to statute and common law liability, and, therefore, 
cannot adopt the, proposed uniform bill of lading, which 
would be in conflict with their classification conditions; 
and, 

“Whereas, The National Industrial , Traffic League 
hereby reaffirms its previous position that a plain bill 
of lading, subject only to statute and common law 
liability, should be used until the National Congress 
legislates on this subject; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we advise all members to print 
and use the following, form of (non-negotiable) bill of 
lading when offering property to the carriers for trans- 
portation, as the carrier cannot refuse to accept and 
forward property subject to their legal obligations: 

“Received from (shipper’s name) the property de- 
scribed below in apparently good order, except as noted 
(contents and condition of contents of packages un- 
known), to be transported and delivered in accordance 
with provisions of, law in like good order to consignee.” 


Weekly Tariff Review 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—The number of tariffs 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission has fallen 
off considerably during the past week, although they 
have been filed very heavily on one or two days of the 
past week, 

The only reason that can be attributed for the short- 
age igs as stated a short time ago, that is, that the roads 
after finishing the work on the long and short haul 
tariffs would again take up the current work, which had 
necessarily fallen behind, and which would take consid- 
erable time to again run smoothly. 

No changes of great importance have been noticed 
during the week, the tariffs filed being of the ordinary 
character. 
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Car Supply Case Reversed 


Richmond, Va., Sept. 25.—Declaring that a rail- 
road must give all shippers the same _ transportation 
treatment,, whether it owns all or only part of the cars 
it earries, the United States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Richmond, Va., has reversed the decision of the’ United 
States Circuit court of Maryland in the suit of the Pit- 
cairn Coal company against the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road company, the Cumberland & Pennsylvania railroad 
company, the Fairmont Coal company, and its allies, and 
thirty other coal companies. 

The complainants alleged that they were discrimi- 
nated against in ,the distribution of coal cars by the 
defendants, especially the Baltimore & Ohio. The lower 
court decided in favor of the defendants. 

Judge Pritchard, delivering to-day’s , opinion, held that 
the Interstate Commerce law “casts upon the carrier the 
plain duty of furnishing a fair and equal distribution of 
car facilities and this duty cannot be evaded by the 
carrier claiming that it is not the owner of a portion 
of the cars carried over its lines.” The case was re- 
manded to the Maryland Circuit court. 


Idle Cars Decreasing 





Sunshine—business sunshine—is being handed out in 
bountiful quantities by Arthur Hale, Chairman of the 
Committee on Car Efficiency of the American Railway 
Association, and each of his fortnightly reports is adding 
to the good cheer that has been gaining ground with 
increasing momentum for several weeks. 

Bulletin No. 31-A, given to the public to-day, shows 
that there has been a decrease of 45,045 in the number 
of idle cars on the 160 roads reporting. Compared with 
the corresponding date in August, the decrease is 79,416 
cars. 

Mr, Hale’s report to the agsociation is as follows: 

“The committee presents herewith Bulletin No. 31-A, 
giving a summary of surpluses and shortages by groups 
from Oct. 30, 1907, to Sept. 16, 1908. The figures for 
dates prior to Sept. 16 have already been published in 
Bulletin No. 31. 

“There is a further decrease of 49,045 in the number 
of surplus cars, bringing the total down to 173,587. Of 
this decrease, 25,976 are box cars, and 18,356 coal and 
gondola. 

“The improvement, although general, is most marked 
in groups 1 (New England) and 6 (northwestern). In 
New England, the box car surplus has practically disap- 
peared, while slight shortages have developed on some 
of the roads in this group, 

“In the Northwest, the movement of grain has drawn 
into service practically all grain box cars available in that 
territory. The coal car situation in this district is also 
much improved, and there are few roads reporting an 
actual surplus of this class. A few roads have arranged 
to secure cars from eastern and southern lines still hold- 
ing a surplus. 

“In groups 2 (eastern) and 3 (middle) the box car 
surplus is gradually disappearing, and the number of coal 
and gondola cars remaining idle continues to decrease, 
although these groups still report considerable surpluses 
of this class.”
